They call themselves, not Msquimaux, 


which signifies, “Baters of Raw 
Meat,” but “Innhu’\” meaning men. 


In common with other primitive peo- 
ples they believe that in them is in- 
carnated the very essence of huma:- 
ity. 


In winter .he ice-hut of this won- 


derful race may befoundas far north 


as ninety cogrees. On account of 


their unique position they like what 
the white race abhors and vice versa. 


In New York with the temperature 


below zero .n Esquimau girl remark- 
ed that she felt rther warm and was 


glad that she had left in the north 
her usual fur garments. 

The similarity in language of such 
a primitive people scattered so \ 'd> 
ly is remarkable The encing “muit” 
which means the same as ‘ian” im 
SasKkatonian is universal with them. 

Where They Are Found 

There are three great divisions of 
the race;the west shore of Greenland, 
pupulation 10,906, and Labrador, 13,- 
298, the Alents 9,600 and the Uits 1,- 
200, living both Asia and America. 
In account of remafxable differences 
in. physical characteristics many 
scientists consider them as not In- 
dians, Their color is brown, features 
large and Mongolian, with small cyes 
and tapering bowl-shaped skull. 

In habits the Esquimau is very play- 
ful, honest in his own tribe, but an 
inveterate thief with strangers. It is 
no shame for him to steal provided 
he isn’t discovered.

How They Live 

The Esquimau's means of existence 
is hunting, mostly seal, which is tle 
chief economic factor, yielding gar- 
ments, food and combustibles for light 
and cooking.

The kyak cr Indian canoe, the sum- 
reer essential of the Esquimau hunt- 
er, is a most peculiar little craft ab- 
solutely unsinkable. In the large 
boats the social order is clearly de- 
fined, first the man who acts as 
steersman, the stranger, the dogs and 
finally the women who ply the vars, 
The Esquimau, judges Father Morice, 
here shows Limself above the Indian 
in his use of oars and also of sails. 
Also his sleigh used in winter is sup- 
erior, haviag runners, aad his .oan- 
ner of hitching the dogs quite differ- 
ent from the ordinary Indian file. A 
most interesting, illustrated descrip- 
tion was given of the Esquimau snow

room is guarded from the elements 
by a series of entrances. The peculiar 
elevated beds in the northern home 
are heated by lamps of soapstone con- 
taining for fuel, blubber with wicks 
of moss, A white visitor at first could 
hardly bear the cold, but finally be 
comes most uncomfortably warm. He 
was rather amazed to find that the 
Esquimau manner of adjusting body 
temperature Was to remove the cloth- 
ing completely, this primitive cistcm 
not being hampered by any sense of 
mock-modesty. 
Woman Has Low Sianding 

The status of women was defined as 
being slightly below the dog. Her 
body after death is not considered 
worthy of burial as is the man’s, but 
may be eaten by dogs. Thur the peo 
ple have a firm bellef in immorality 
was shown by a dying girls request 
for a little tobacco and a piece of 
bread for ser mother, who had died 
but a little while before. The Esqui- 
maux believe in hundreds of super- 
stitutions clustered § arcund their 
women especially during motherhood 
when they are barred from eating the 
table delicacy raw-fish and submitted 
to many other restrictions: 

Contempt for Indlan 

“he Esquimau is by nature artistic 
and in bone carving far above the 
Indian. He considers other people as 
brothers, white or brown, but the In- 
Cian ne holds in contempt and desig- 
nates as the offepring of his vermin.’ 

The reverend father coucluded a 
very entertair.ng lecture with astory 
of a meeting in 1850 on the Macken- 
| aie river of a small party of white 
men, a bunch of Esquimaux with ur- 
rows and fourteen Indians or Child- 
ren of Lice, arme¢ with gups. In- 
fluenced by the whites these two say- 
age bodies engaged in trade After. 
wards the Esquimatx landed and 
were entertained at a dance. Being 
men only of course, the Father said, 
they did not tango. While the whites 
were warming themselves at a near- 
by campfire the treacherous Red- 
skins literally maseacred the trusti 
Esquimaux, Today, however, con 
tions have greatly improved.—Saska- 
toon Star,
